‘ ‘Noted Aviator Loses Control 
and His Aeroplane Kills 


Miss Ruth Hildreth and 
~- Fatally Injures Sister. 


GIRLS ON HOUSE TOP

Rochester, N. Y..-October 7,—Miss 
Ruth Hildreth, daughter of W. E. Hil- 
dreth, of New York city, was killed 
and her sister, Dorothy Hildreth, was 
perhaps fatally injured this afternoon 
in Hammendsport when Lincoln 
Beachey lost control of a 100 horse- 
power aeroplane and it swept a num- 
ber of spectators off a roof from which 
they were watching the exhibition. 

Ruth Hildreth fell upon an automo- 
bile. Her skull was fractured. Among 
those slightly hurt were Lieutenants 
Richardson and Bellinger. of the 
United States aviation corps, and

of Lake Keuka, where Beachey is said 
to have planned to execute a somer- 
gault in the air. A crowd had gather- 
ed for the exhibition. 

> Beachey Dipped to Salute. ; 

To gain a good view the Misses Hil- 
@reth and the navy officers climbed to 
top of a small building used as 
headquarters by naval aviators. 

Beachey recognized the party and 
dipped his machine in salute. They 
waved. The aeroplane went to the 
end of the field, turned and came back. 
When it was over the heads of the 
Hildreth party the machine was seen 
to dip. The aeroplane came so close 
to the party as to sweep all to the 
ground. The aeroplane careened 
wildly and plunged t@ the earth, un- 
seating the aviator and wrecking the 
machine. 

Both Girls Uncensctous. 

Ruth Hildreth was unconscious when 
spectators reached her and blood 
gushing from a gaping wound in her 
head. Her sister also was uncon- 
scious, but Lieutenants Bellinger and 

“mere able to rise. Dorothy 
Hildreth sustained a broken arm and 
leg and may have internal injuries. 
Her condition ig said to be critical. 
Lieutenants Bellinger and Richardson 
escaped with cuts and bruises that are 
not serious. Beachey sprained an arm 
and ankle. 

Beachey Loat Control. 

Beachey said that &’s he reached a 
point directly over the naval build- 
ing he momentarily lost control of 
his machine because his foot slipped 
from one of the controls. 

Ruth Hildreth was about twenty 
years old and her sister !s about two 
years younger. For a number of years 
they had been visitors at Lake Kenka, 
where W. E. Hildreth has a summer 
home.

BAKER AND COLLINS HIT 
WHEN HITS MEANT RUNS 


Baker Continued His Home 
Run Habit by Dropping 
One in‘the Right Field 
Bleachers. 


New York, October 7.—Outhitting 
and outfielding the New York Giants in 
the opening game of the world’s series, 
the Philadelphia Athletics defeated the 
National league representatives at the 
Polo grounds this afternoon by a score 
of six runs to four. 

So complete was the supremacy of 
the American league champions in the 
initial contest that the victory appear- 
ed to be but a continuation of the se- 
ries of 1911, when the Athletics wor 
the title of that year from the Giants 
by four games out of six. As If to 
heighten the illustration there were 
several feature plays that might have 
been reproduced, so closely did they 
resemble those of twenty-four months 
ago. 

The game was witnessed by a gath- 
ering of spectators that taxed the ca- 
Pacity of the New York club stadiim 
and swelled the coffers of those finan- 
clally interested to the extent of more 
than $75,000, 

The exact number of fans who pald 
admission to the stands was 36,291, and 
the day's receipts amounted to $75,255. 
These Hgures, as furnished by the na- 
tional commission, occasioned surprise, 
for the attendance fell short by more 
than 2,000 of that of the first game of 
1911, although so far as could be seen 
there appeared to be just as many per- 
sons present as was the case two years 
ayo.

THE MAIL SERVICE. 

That the leaders of all parties and senti- 
ment generally in Washington hails a new 
regime in the railway mail service is indi- 
cated in a dispatch from our Washington 
correspondent published in another column, 
referring to the Atlanta address of the new 
general superintendent of the railway mail 
service, Mr. Stephens. 

Official Washington, knowing Mr. 
Stephens well, approves his expressions 
with every indication of relief in the full 
confidence that he will forthwith put them 
into tangible policies. As a congressman 
interviewed by Mr. Corrigan puts it, “we 
will now have a postal service that will help

If men are right in the springs of char- 
acter, any form of government will succeed. 
Then the poorest kind of ru:er cannot: much 
hurt either the people or the country. In 
heaven all love all, all serve all; the least are 
great, and the kings stoop to bear burdens. 
In that ideal realm, absolutism would suc- 
ceed. or the limited monarchy would stc- 
ceed, or the republic, or no government at 
all, because the Ten Commandments would 
all be obeyed, since goodness is both first 
nature and second nature. wontrariwise, if 
your individuals are all bad every conceivable 
form of government would fail. Witness 
France: Within a single century she tried 
every known form of government. In her an- 
fer over centuries of misruse, she beheaded 
her king and queen. Then sne paused, ele- 
vated the leading orator and agitator of 
Paris into the position of absolutism, and 
government by the strongest failed. Then 
she tried anarchy, and let every man do as 
he pleased, and because she had not trans- 
formed her individuals into righteous men, 
every man went out to wreak vengeance Upon 
his enemies, until these avengers piled up 
corpses like cordwood in every French vil- 
lage. Later, she tried a “man on horseback,” 
and Napoleon rode the people down with arm- 
ed regiments. Instead of “liberty, equality, 
and fraternity,” the soldiers substituted “in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artille and the land 
became a waste, Still, not having learned the 
Impossibility of building a marble structure 
out of mud bricks, she tried democracy. and 
the republic broke down on the return of 
Napoleon the Third. What did France need? 
Feudalism failed, the rule of the aristocratic 
few failed. Anarchy failed, Napoleon failed, 
the emperor failed, and France, who had 
once stretched her scepter out over one hun- 
dred and@ fifty millions of people in three 
continents, has lost her possessions in North 
America, in South America, In the islands of 
the sea, in Africa, in Italy, while her own 
population is steadily waning. So the premier 
of the French government exclaims in the 
parliament of Paris, “What France needs is 
thirty millions of Christians.” Certainly, and 
with thirty millions of Christians any form 
of government will be successful Any kind 
of taxation will support the rulers if all are 
honest, any laws as to temperance will do 
when all hate drunkenness. We are told that 
fifty thousand new laws were proposed in 
congress and the yarious state legislatures 
last winter. Our country is out upon one 
orgy of law-making. But everybody under- 
stands that the people of this country already 
know a hundred times more than they are 
willing to do. What this country needs is 
a revival of interest in the old-fashioned, 
every-day virtues, an honest earning of one's 
living, a contentment with the temperament 
and the gifts received from our fathers, and 
a determination to play a man’s part, to keep 
sweet, and to live at peace with one’s con- 
science and record. The old-fashioned flow- 
ers mentioned by Shakespeare, and dear to 
the Pilgrim Fathers—the rese, the violet, the 
columbine—outlast the new orchids. The old 
plain virtues of our fathers and mothers, 
who were pure gold through and through, 
who did justice and loved mercy and walked 
humbly with God, are the fundamental vir- 
tues. The everlasting simplicities will make 
States wreat when the land is filled with good 
men and true women who do God's work in 
Christ's way, in the spirit of peace and goog 
will.

Cancer and Scarlet Fever. 
(From the Chicago Inter-Ocean.) 

Pr. John B. Murphy, chief of staff of 
Mercy h ospital and a surgeon of world-wide 
reputation, returns to Chicago from the sex- 
sions in London of the International Congress 
of Medicine with the announcement of scien- 
tific discoveries in respect to cancer and scar- 
jet fever that are of great Importance to all 
mankind. 

The dread cancer probtem has so far 
baffled medical sclence. This problem was 
easily the most important subject discussed 
at the congress. While the discovery relates 
to cancer {in mice and has nothing to do with 
human beings except by analogy, it is sensa- 
tional in that cancer immunity has been ob- 
tained fo rthe first time on record. “This,” 
says Dr. Murphy, “leads to great hope of the 
solution of the cancer problem in human 
beings.” 

That scarlet fever can be rendered non- 
contagious by the use of ofl of eucalyptus as 
an unguent is the second discovery. While 
this discovery is possibly of less importance 
than-the other, it is complete In itself, ready 
fer immediate use and witnin the reach of 
all. 

Scarlet fever is a dangerous disease, both 
directly and indirectly. It frequently causes 
death and even more frequently leaves its 
victim to suffer permanent pnysical and even 
mental defects. It is exceedingly contagious 
and every case is a public danger. While it 
is believed to be of bacteria: origin, its germ 
has never been Isolated. 

Oll of eucalyptus is a mild germicide, 
easily obtained and comparatively inexpen- 
sive. If its use Is found by experience to 
destroy the contagion of scarlet fever, the 
importance of the discovery 1s evident.

Like so many things connected with the 
early history of our country, time and again. 
an effort has been made to discover who ° 
designed our national seal or “ om whence 
its origin, The Great Seal of the United 
States, of which only the obverse was ever 
cut, was adopted by an act of congress of 
June 20, 1782. A seal in accordance with 
this act was soon after cut in brass, and 
the earliest known impression therefrom ts 
on a commission dated, September 16, 1782, 
giving General Washington full power to 
negotiate Changes of prisoners. 

There is no record of the cutting of this 
seal and it is impossible to say by whom It 
was cut, but it was probably done in Phil- 
adelphia. In this seal the eagle was slim 
and very sketchily drawn, the shield was 
long and narrow and with a straight upper 
line, the olive branch was without fruits and 
the border was foliated, The seal remained 
in use for forty-nine years. 

The history of the seal fs recorded in the 
journals of congress from the resolution of 
July 4, 1776. After the reading of the De- 
claration of Independence, it is stated, that 
“Dr. Franklin, Mr. J. Adams and Mr. Jef- 
ferson be a committee to prepare a device 
for a seal of the United States of North 
America." This committee first reported on 
August 10, 1776, e& very ornate design, but 
it was not accepted. Nothing further was 
done for several years. On March 25, 1779, a 
new committee was appointed and thelr re- 
port, a few months later, was sent to a new 
committee, Ip 1782, William Barton submit- 
ted a design, which was also pronounced un- 
Satisfactory. Then Charles Thomson, the 
secretary of congress, submitted a design, 
and later Barton presented one improving on 
Thomson's. 

Was it an Englishman who suggested the 
design? This question is asked, for the 
reason that in a letter written in 1818 by 
Thomas Barritt, an eminent antiquarian of 
Manchester, England, to his son in this coun- 
try, he sald: “My friend, Sir Jonn Prestwich, 
Bart, told me he was the person wha sug- 
ested the idea of 2 coat of arms for the

THE POULTRY INDUSTRY 


BY MARTIN V. CALVIN, 

I question whether one hundred readers 
of The Constitution have anything ap- 
proaching a falr conception of the value of 
the poultry industry of the United States and 
of this state. Everybody Has a general 
knowledge of the fact that poultry abounds 
to some extent throughout the whole coun- 
try, but the ballef is that the work is in the 
nature of an aside—-so comparatively insig- 
nificant that it can not be regarded as:an 
industry of the unton or of the state. 

Poultry publications and poultry exhibi- 
tlons have created the impression thut the 
work of poultry raising is accomplished by 
professionals. That is not the purpose of 
thuse publications and exhibitions—not at all; 
their object is to direct attention to the pos- 
sibilities of the work. 

It is, of course, conceded that on every 
farm there are a few chickens, turkeys, ducks, 
geese and guineas. The belief is that in the 
aggregate they do not amount to much. 

I remember that a few years ago I made 
inquiry of a man who traveled a portion of 
South Carolina, near the city of Augusta, 
buying chickens to be sold in the city. He had 
in his wagon elghty chickens—fryers, broilers 
and hens. He informed me that it had taken 
him two days, traveling eight miles a day 
and going from farm to farm, to collget the 
chickens. His purchases ranged {In number 
from three to twelve birds. The territory he 
traveled was comparatively thickly settled. 

This will give you an idea as to the seem- 
ing scarcity of poultry on the farms. This 
is the basis of the general belief as to the 
insignificance of poultry raising as an in- 
dustry. 

And yet it is a fact that 95 per cent of the 
poultry and poultry products of the United 
States are to be found on farms. 

The poultry industry is, without exag- 
geration, at once a surprise, and, in a large 
measure, the hope of the country‘ and the 
state. 

Take the country at large, 
the results developed in 1912. 

The value of poultry and poultry products, 
on farms that year, in the United States, 
amounted to the princely sum of $570,000,000, 

1.—That amount equalled three-fifths the 
walue of the cotton crop proper. 

2—That amount exceeded the farm value 
of the wheat crop by $14,720,000. 

3.—That amount exceeded the value of the 
oat crop by $117,551,000. 

4.—That amount was more than ten times 
the value of the wool croup. 

5.—That amount equalled two-thirds the 
value of the hay crop 

6.—That amount exceeded the value of the 
Irish potato crop by $357,450,000. 

7.—That amount exceeded the value of 
the swine of the entire country by $46,672,- 
00. 

&§—That amount exceeded in value all the 
mules of the country by $44,343,000. 

9,—That amount equalled quite 70 per cent 
of the value of ali the milk cows of the coun- 
try. ’ 4 
10.—That amount equalled’ quite 73 per 
cent of the farm value of all the “other cat- 
tle’ of the country. 

What a surprise to the average reader! 
Poultry raising is certainly entitled to be 
proclaimed to be “an infant industry.” 

Glance at poultry and poultry products 
in Georgia—1912. 

The value of those two items amounted to 
$8,464,000. 

1.—That amount exceeded in farm value 
the oat crop of the state by $3,543,000. 

2.—That amount exceeded the value of the 
dairy products of the state, excluding that 
used at home, by $1,842,000. 

4—That amount equalled quite 75 per 
cent of the value of all the milk cows in the 
state. 

&—That amount exceeded in farm value 
al the “other cattle" of the state by $1,127,- 
000. 

6.—That amount was more than 60 percent 
of the farm value of all the swine of the 
state. 

Incredible! Yes—seemingly so. Your view- 
point permits the exclamation. but there are 
the grad-grind facts. They suggest that it 
will pay -handsomely to give more and closer 
attention to poultry raising and poultry prod- 
ucts than we have been bestowing on them.

Six Crops in a Year.

H. McHargue, of Crosland, has 
raised six crops on one acre of land this 
year, and all of the crops were good ones.

Sir John Prestwich was a distinguished 
English antiquarian and-a friend of ‘the 
American revolution. He enjoyed an ac- 
quaintance with John Adams when the lat- 
ter was on his foreign mission in 1779, and 
they conversed on the subject of the seal. 
It appears that Sir John made certain sug- 
gestions for a design. 

It cannot be found that Prestwich did 
more than make a few rambling sugges- 
tions which may Lavé been submitted by 
Adams to Charles Thomson, who incorpora- 
ted them in his own and Barton's designs. 
Sir John, of course, knew nothing of the 
designs of Thomson and Barton, and his 
Statement of being its designer after the seal 
was adopted was made in ignorance of the 
fact that the essentials of kis suggestion. 
were already before congress. 

That Prestwich's suggestions Influenced 
the final result even In the slightest degree 
possible, seems improbable. 

The-different features of the seal had 
been in common use in America 

In the North Carolina paper currency of 
1775 appears a bundle of thirteen arrows; In 
the Maryland currency of the same year @ 
hand grasping an olive branct: with thirte 
leaves; on a fifty-dollar dill issued in 1778 4 
an unfinished pyramid with the motte “Per- 
ennis; in the Massachusetts copper penny 
of 1776 are thirteen stars, surrounding an 
eagle; the flag had the thirteen stripes, and 
so had the seal of the board of admiralty 
adopted May 4, 1780. So that the seal of 
the United States was a combination of all 
these, with no one particular person to be 
credited completely with their arranging, but 
the biggest share is probably to. be given to 
Charles Thomson. 

The present seal now in us¢@ Was recut 
in 1903 in Philadelphia by direction of John 
Hay, secretary of state, as the seal then be- 
ing use was becoming worn with age. The 
States, the design never having been mater- 
States the design never having been mater- 
jally changed from the cutting of the frst 
great seal in 1782.

WANTS GA. BUILDING 


President Haden, of State Cham- 
ber, to Look Into Feasibility 
of Raising Fund. 


President Charles J. Haden, of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce, tas 
recelved a letter from George Hough 
Perry, division director of the Panama 
exposition, with reference to a Geor- 
Sia building at the big fair to be held 
in San Francisco in 1915. In his letter 
Mr. Perry says: Fy 

“We sincerely hope that some move- 
ment may be started in Georgia to 
bring about its participation in the | 
exposition. So far twenty-seven states 
have arranged to take part. and legis- 
lative appropriations ranging from 
$35,000 in North Dakota to $700,000 in 
New York have been made. Other leg- 
islatures will appropriate, and in most 
of those states where legislatures 
failed to appropriate. movements have 
started to raise funds by other means. 
These movements are Baining great 
headway, They are purely voluntary, 
but we lend to them the assistance 
of our field men. 

“Were a committee from Georgia to 
visit San Francisco and investigate 
the matter we are quite satisfied that 
they would report back that the expo- 
sition, which will be f.eld here in 1915, 
will surpass in every way any inter- 
national exposition ever held. This 
presents an opportunity to exploit the 
resources to a world audience such as 
could not otherwise be obtained ex- 
cept at a cost that would be entirely 
prohibitive.”
